ORIGIN: 

On 02/15/2017, at approximately 2038 hours, I received a radio call of an intoxicated White Female 
Adult, causing a disturbance at 250 Rancho Del Oro Drive, apartment number # 81 in Oceanside. The 
reporting par ty was the resident of the ab ove apartment. He was subsequently identified as a Black Male 
Adult named he was standing by outside the above location. 


OFFICERS OBSERVATIONS AND ACTIONS: 

I arrived on scene at the above location and contacted standing in the 

parking lot outside his apartment, approximately 50 feet away from the closed front door. I could hear a 
female voice screaming and cursing very loud obscenities from inside apartment 81 (which was a 
downstairs apartment). I observed the front door of apartment 81 suddenly open and I observed a White 
Female Adult standing in the doorway screaming and yelling obscenities at the top of her voice. The 
WFA then went back inside the apartment and slammed the door. The WFA was subsequently identified 
as REBECCA RUSSELL (California driver’s license number^^^^2)‘SHHSfiSHBHlH 
stated essentially that he believed that t he REBECCA RUSSELL wa s intoxicated, and when he asked 
her to leave his apartment she refused. advised me that he was never 

married to REBECCA RUSSEL, that they had no children together and that they have never cohabitated. 
Officer J BOWMAN and I walked up to the front door of apartment and knocked several times but

REBECCA RUSSELL initially refused to open the door. She kept yelling obscenities and screaming at 
the top of her voice. 

I continued to knock at the front door of apartment 81, and l made several verbal announcements that we 
were the Oceanside Police. Finally after several minutes REBECCA RUSSELL opened the front door 
and told us we can come inside and talk to her. Officer BOWMAN and I entered the apartment and I 
started to talk to REBECCA RUSSELL while were standing in the kitchen. At the time of our contact with 
REBECCA RUSSELL, Officer BOWMAN and I were wearing full Oceanside Police Department uniforms, 
which contained OPD police patches on both shirt sleeves, and a City of Oceanside Police Badge affixed 
to the front of the uniform, as well as our department approved nametags. I also verbally advised 
REBECCA RUSSELL that we were Police Officers. Upon contact with REBECCA RUSSELL, I 
immediately observed that she had a very strong odor of an alcoholic beverage about her breath and 
person. I observed that her speech was slurred, hers eyes watery and bloodshot and her grammar was 
extremely obscene. I also saw that she had a very difficult time maintaining her balance as she was 
pacing back and forth cursing and yelling obscenities at me. I formed the opinion that REBECCA 
RUSSELL was under the influence of alcoholic beverages and severely intoxicated. 

When I asked REBECCA RUSSELL if she lived at that location she said "no”. When I asked her why she 
was there she started screaming and yelling that "her boyfriend is an asshole" and "he doesn't want me 
anymore" and "fuck him" and other obscenities. REBECCA RUSSELL then told me that a Black Female 
Adult, who she had never seen before had broken her right hand by slamming it in the front door of the 
apartment. The BFA then bit REBECCA RUS SELL'S right hand several times. The BFA was 
subsequently identified REBECCA RUS SELL appeared to be highly agitated and 

upset, and she advised me she was angry that "her boyfriend was hiding a 

bitc h in his apartment" . REBECCA RUSSELL advised me that she was involved in a physical altercation 
with and she wanted to press charges against her for battery. 

At that time I asked REBECCA RUSSELL for her ID card so that I can document the incident. She gave 
me her California driver's license (card number I asked REBECCA RUSSELL if that was 

her photograph on the driver’s license and she immediately became very irate and lunged forward at me 
holding her wallet in her right hand. She then swung her right hand all the way back while lunging 
forward and then swung it forward, striking me in the face with the wallet with great force. I told 
REBECCA RUSSELL not to hit me again, and formed intentions at that time to place her under arrest. I 
walked forward and grabbed her by the shoulder and spun her around. I then I placed both of her arms 
behind her back and attempted to put handcuffs on her. REBECCA RUSSELL immediately began to 
resist me by twisting her torso from left to right and pushing back at me in an apparent attempt to escape 
my grasps. I then pushed REBECCA RUSSELL forward on the kitchen counter and kept telling her to 
stop resisting, but she continued to twist and turn her torso violently and pushing me back. I was 
eventually able to place handcuffs on her. I advised REBECCA RUSSELL that she was under arrest for 
PC 69 OBSTRUCT/ RESIST OFFICER MINOR INJURY. I started walking REBECCA RUSSELL out to 
my patrol vehicle and she started screaming out "that black bitch broke my right hand and bit me” and 
"my left arm is broken".

OFD paramedics responded to the scene and transported REBECCA RUSSELL to the hospital. SGT 
PROVENCE responded to the scene and to the hospital and interviewed REBECCA RUSSELL (see his 
USE OF FORCE report for details/ same case number). FET GRAVES responded to the scene and to 
the hospital per my request, and took photos of REBECCA RUSSELL’S injuries. She later booked the 
photos into evidence at OPD/ Same case number (see FET report for details). There was no video 
surveillance available for this incident at the time of this report. As a result of this incident, REBECCA 
RUSSELL sustained a broken left arm, and lacerations to her right arm. REBECCA RUSSELL was 
transported to the TRI CITY MEDICAL CENTER by OPD paramedics, where she was treated for her 
injuries. A records check indicated that REBECCA RUSSELL had a prior arrest for spousal battery PC 
243 e (1) (see attachment). I later completed a notify Warrant charging REBECCA RUSSELL with PC 69 
(see attachments). It is requested that this case be forwarded to the District Attorney for evaluation and 
that REBECCA RUSSELL be charged with PC 69 OBSTRUCT/ RESIST OFFICER MINOR INJURY. 

STATEMENTS: 

STATEMENTS OF SUSPECT REBECCA RUSSELL: 

REBECCA RUSSELL was interviewed by SGT PROVENCE. See use of force report for details. 


STATEMENT OF REPORTING PARTY 


stated essentially that he has been having a sexua l relationship with 
REBECCA RUSSELL for approximately one year. stated that he never 

cohabitated with her, or had any children with her. On 02/15/2017, later on in the evening time, 

began getting numerous phone cal ls and texts from REBECCA RUSSELL. 
She was asking him if she could come over and visit with him. was home at 

his ap artment but he did not wish to visit with REBECCA RUSSELL on this day. At approximately 2030 
hours heard REBECCA RUSSELL knocking at his front door. At that time he 

was in the company of an acquaintance named 


to answe r the door for him, and to tell REBECCA RUSSELL that he was not home. As 
soon opened the front door REBECCA RUSSELL pushed it open with great force 

and started to curse obscenities at them both. 


REBECCA RUSSELL then became involved in a physical altercation with and started 

to push and shove her. and they both ran to the 

back bedroom and locked thEMjjoorAUhattime^^B^^^l^gBBli called the Police. While 
locked inside the bedroom^BBBBBBB^^^McouIcnTeaH^E BECCA RUSSELL screaming and 
yelling obscenities at the top of her voice and threatening "to beat up REBECCA 

RUSSELL was also ^l ck ]ngferociouslyatthebedroom door while screaming obscenities at the top of her 
voice. A short time later P ee ^ed out the bedroom door and saw that 

REBECCA R USSELL had walke d into the kitehen^etookthatopoortunity to run outside the apartment, 
together with As soon ou * s ^ e apartment 

REBECCA RUSSELL locked the front door and refused to let him back in.

NARRATIVE 

On 02/15/17, at about 2115 hours, I responded to a request for an FET at the Mission Hills Apartments located at 250 Rancho 
Del Oro Drive Apt. #81. Upon arrival, I contacted Officer Alexis who briefed me on the incident. Officer's Alexis and Bowman 
had to use force to subdue and detain suspect Rebecca RUSSELL. Officer Alexis informed me that RUSSELL had thrown 
water on the floor and struck him on the right side of his face with her floral pattern wallet after asking RUSSELL to see her 
driver license. The incident occurred in the kitchen and RUSSELL complained of pain to her left arm after she was detained. 
Officer Alexis told me RUSSELL alleged that the front door of the apartment had been slammed on her right hand causing 
injury prior to officers arriving on scene. 

I first took overall photographs of Officer Alexis in his blue police uniform. I took an overall identification photograph and a 
close-up photograph of his right cheek. I did not observe any visible injury to Officer Alexis’ right cheek. I asked Officer Alexis 
if he had any additional injuries. He indicated he did not. 

I then proceeded to photograph the scene. The multi-unit apartment complex is located on the east side of Rancho Del Oro 
Drive. Apartment #81 is located on the first floor of unit #250. I visually examined the front door frame and did not observe 
any visible damage and/or apparent blood indicating injury. I observed water on the dining room floor and an empty red solo 
cup in the kitchen sink with water drops inside the cup and in the sink. I took overall, midrange, and close-up photographs of 
the scene. 

I then responded to Tri-City Medical Center located at 4002 Vista Way where RUSSELL had been transported to upon my 
arrival on scene. Upon arrival, I contacted Officer Bowman who informed me RUSSELL had injuries 


I first took overall photographs of Officer Bowman in his blue police uniform. I asked Bowman if he had any injuries. He 
indicated he did not. 

I then contacted RUSSELL and took an identification photograph of her. I took overall, midrange, and close-up photographs 
of RUSSELL's injuries with and without a scale. I observed minor abrasions on RUSSELL's right hand and she was wearing a 
sling on her left arm. I asked RUSSELL if she had any additional injuries. She indicated she did not. 

Inside RUSSELL's open purse was the multicolor floral pattern wallet. I took overall, midrange, and close-up photographs of 
the wallet with and without a scale. I collected the wallet as evidence. I cleared the scene. 
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Upon returning to the OPD station, I took additional photographs of the items contained inside the wallet. There were several 
San Diego County Credit Union bank cards in the name of Rebecca Russell, miscellaneous receipts and papers, 
miscellaneous store cards, a "Pizza Port" coin, a 2 pound bill from Belize, two (2) $5, two (2) $1, two (2) 0.25, and two (2) 
0.10. Per OPD policy, I booked the US currency and the foreign bill separate. 


I uploaded the digital photographs into the OPD digital evidence storage system. I booked the wallet, US currency, and 
foreign bill into OPD evidence.

I ~ REPORT NARRATIVE ~1 

ORIGIN: 

On Wednesday 02/15/17 at approximately 2042 hours I was dispatched to investigate a disturbance at 240 Rancho Del Oro 
Dr #81.1 was on duty in full police uniform and driving a marked Oceanside Police vehicle. 

OFFICERS OBSERVATIONS AND ACTIONS: 

Upon my arrival, Officer ALEXIS was contacting the reporting party, regardin g the disturb ance 

outside of the apartment in the parking lot. It was later determined that the cause of the distu rbance wa s strictly 

sexual partner, REBECCA RUSSELL. RUSSELL was located inside of the apartment aloneJHHB advised that he fled 
his apartment and RUSSELL was the only person inside. Officer ALEXIS and I asked ^^^^|towait outside while we 
contacted RUSSELL. 

On our first attempt to contact RUSSELL, she opened the front door to the apartment slightly and then slammed the door shut 
and locked it. We identified ourselves again as OPD and after a few minutes RUSSELL answered the door and immediately 
walked back into the apartment. We walked into the apartment and asked RUSSELL to sit down on the couch. Immediately I 
could smell the odor of alcohol emitting from RUSSELL and see that she had bloodshot and watery eyes. RUSSELL refused 
to obey our commands to sit down and she continued to walk back and forth yelling obscenities and acting belligerent. 

Officer ALEXIS attempted to gather information from RUSSELL regarding an incident that had taken place when she first 
arrived at the apartment. RUSSELL refused to cooperate and continued to disobey our commands while yelling obscenities. 
As Officer ALEXIS verified information on RUSSELL’s CA DL, RUSSELL became physically assaultive towards Officer 
ALEXIS. I observed RUSSELL pull back with her right hand while holding a small wallet and swing her entire arm towards 
Officer ALEXIS, striking him in the face. Officer ALEXIS immediately gave RUSSELL commands to stop and put her hands 
behind her back because she was being placed under arrest. 

I observed Officer ALEXIS grab RUSSELL by her shoulder and turned her to face away from him and grabbed her left arm 
and placed it in a rear bent wrist lock. Officer ALEXIS then placed RUSSELL's right hand behind her back and placed her in 
handcuffs. During the incident RUSSELL continued yelling obscenities and moving her body in an attempt to break free from 
Officer ALEXIS. I assisted Officer ALEXIS by restraining RUSSELL’s upper body and holding her arms in place while the 
handcuffs were applied. We then escorted RUSSELL out to Officer ALEXIS’S patrol vehicle and placed RUSSELL in the back 
seat. 

RUSSELL began to yell that her arm was broken and OFD was requested to respond to evaluate RUSSELL for any injuries. 
OFD arrived and determined that RUSSELL needed to be transported to TCMC for further medical attention. I rode with 
RUSSELL in the ambulance to TCMC where it was determined that RUSSELL had suffered 

^I_the following day. Sgt PROVENCE responded to TCMC to interview 

RUSSELL on the use of force. FET GRAVES also responded to TCMC to collect photographic evidence. A phlebotomist was 
called to retrieve a blood sample from RUSSELL for alcohol and drug testing. Russell consented to a blood sample being 
taken. Phlebotomist DONOVAN arrived and collected two vials of blood from RUSSELL for evidence. 

As RUSSELL was being admitted to TCMC for further medical treatment and surgery, I notified ,Sgt PROVENCE that 
RUSSELL would not be released that night. Sgt PROVENCE advised me to release RUSSELL on scene per the extended 
medical treatment.

ORIGIN: 

On 2/15/17, at about 2102 hours I was working as a Field Supervisor for the Oceanside Police Department. I responded to a 
request for a Supervisor at 250 Rancho Del Oro #81, City of Oceanside, and County of San Diego. 

OFFICER'S OBSERVATIONS AND ACTIONS: 


Upon my arrival, I saw the suspect Rebecca Russell being loading into the back of an ambulance by the Oceanside Fire 

Department. I was advised by OFD that Russell possibly had a]_. 1 spoke with Officer Alexis, who 

advised me that they had been involved in a use of force with Russell inside of the apartment. Officer Alexis showed me the 
area where the use of force occurred. He stated that Officer Bowman, the suspect and he were the only people inside of the 
residence during the use of force. I saw that the blinds to the residence were shut and no one outside of the residence could 
have seen anything inside of the residence. 

I learned that Russell had been in an altercation with 1 requested an additional Officer 

to respond to th e scene to assist w ith witness interviews. Officer Walker arrived on scene. I directed him to get a use of force 
statement from EIHHHHHRI 

FET Graves processed the crime scene. 

I responded to TriCity Medical Center (TCMC). I contacted Russell laying in a hospital bed. Her left arm was in a sling and she 
had a bandage on her right hand. While talking to Russell 1 could see that her face was red and flushed and she had slurred 
speech. 

I activated my audio recorder and contacted Russell. 1 advised her of her Miranda Rights per my Officers notebook. Russell 
stated that she understood her rights. I asked her to tell me about the incident and she began to talk. During the course of the 
interview Russell would talk at a low volume and a soft tone. I had to repeat what she said to me to verify that I had heard her 
correctly. 


Statement of Suspect, Rebecca Russell. 


Russell stated that she and were dating. She then corrected herself and stated it’s more of a "booty call." EIBI 

invited her over to his apartment. She drove over to his apartme nt but co uld not remember how the gate opened. She 
knocked on the front door and woman answered and stated that HHI was in the shower. The woman shut the door in her 
face. She stated that the woman bit her on th e hand w hile she was trying to get into the house. Russell denied hitting the 
other woman or^^^|. She also stated that HUH did not hit her. Ru ssell state d that she only drank one beer at her house 
and a small amount of beer at the brewery she was at prior to driving to apartment. She stated that in the prior day 

she had used a small amount of marijuana, but denied any other drug usage. She stated that she had previously gone 
through a drug and alcohol treatment program. 


She stated that the officers came into the apartment and found her in the kitchen. She was unsure of HHSHHUHH 
location. She knew they were police officers because of the uniform. When asked if they gave her any commands she began 
to ramble and began to talk about other people that were present. She also began to talk about a pool. She then stated that 
just her and female detective was in apartment. She denied hitting Officer Alexis. She stated that her only injury was pain to 
her left arm and the bites to her right hand. Upon questioning she did not remember how the injury to her left arm occurred. 
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1 then concluded the interview and stopped my audio recorder. 

After leaving TCMC I directed Officer Bowman to obtain a blood sample from Russell. 
Officer Bowman informed me that Russell was going to require surgery. 

Russell was then released at TCMC.
